1. Recently you asiced me to looK over this! report and comment as 
to any effect it might have upon this Agency. 


2 . Since this is my first exposure to this; overall subject ^ I 
am not familiar with the correspondence that mayi have been submitted 
to the Ccanmittee whi ch gave rise to the figures relative to CIA 


on pages 20 and 28 . 





3 . If the recommendations of the Committee! on pages 24-20 ol 
the report were to taOte statutory form, the two acts upon which we 
rely (as well as the Defense Production Act and such other s]^ctal 
statutory authorities as are relied upon by varipus agencies) would 
be emended, so that the only authority for the appointment of experts 
and consultants would be Section 15 of Public oOO (Administrative 
Expenses Act of 1946). 

4. The expert and conexiltant provisions of P. L. 600 would also 
be amended to acconplish the following purposes!, 

a. A centralized authority in the Clvdl Service 
Gcanralssion to control tlie appointnent and iftilization 
of experts. 

b. A removal of existing exei^tlons to the conflict 
of interest statutes . This recHanmendation Is coupled with 
another which seems to run counter to it— '’exeii 5 >tions. . . 
should be granted only by the iiead of the esiployihg agency*' . 

Such exemption by the head of agency, hqwever, would be 
renuired to be published in the Federal Register. 

c. All ejqserts and consuatants would :be required to 
talte the oath of office and. be carried as anployees of the 
United States. 
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5. There are several other recocmendations but they axe either of no 
special interest to this Agency or ai-e merely elaborations 
iS In general, provided only that we obtain the agreement of the 
Civil Service Commission tiiat our special security 

revealinp to the Conmission the identities or duties of oiir experts ^d. 
consultants it would seem that we would be in about the same poni ion 
as presently, I make this statement on the assumption 
?rononflict of interest statutes has very little practical importance 

for this Agency.
